Dr. Hubbell, Who Has Served

In a brief letter to the 
Board of Supervisors, Dr. A. 
D. Hubbell, county livestock 
inspector, yesterday announced 
his resignation, effective July: 
first. 

Dr. Hubbell; who has served 
as veterinarian and livestock 
inspector for several years, in- 
eluding during the foot and 
mouth epidemic of 1924, gave 
no reason for resigning, mere- 
ly stating that his _ services 
would terminate on July 1. Dr. 
Hubbell’s resignation was ac- 
cepted by the supervisors 
without comment. 

Dr. Hubbell 
as veterinarian and livestock 
inspector will probably be a 
pointed next Monday by. tite 
supervisors, although no dis- 
cussion of appointeees came be- 
fore the board yesterday. 

The supervisors revoked the 
appointment of W. V. Coving- 
ton as road commissioner in 
the Morongo district and ap- 
pointed George R. Hicks of 
Banning as commissioner.

George H. Dunn of Yucaipa 
was named county fire warden 
in the Yucaipa district.

Charles Clifford Grubbs Killed 
When His Car Was Forced 
From . Waterman Canyon 
Road. Recommend Widening 


“While the story of the trag- 
ic deatfi of Charles Clifford 
Grubbs, 18 years old, in Wa- 
terman Canyon Sunday, was 
being told a coroner’s jury, 
officers yesterday were in the 
mountains in an attempt to 
identify the four occupants of 
a coupe—two youths and two 
girls—who ‘‘side-swiped the 
car* of Grubbs on the Water- 
man Canyon road early Sun- 
day morning, catapulting the 
ear over the grade, fatally in- 
juring Grubbs. The joyriders, 
driving wildly down the can- 
yon, continued on without 
stopping to aid fre dying boy. 

No tangible clews as to the 
identity of the wild motorists 
or their car had been obtained 
by the officers last night, it 
was admitted. 

A verdict of accidental death 
was returned by the jury at an 
inquest Gonducted by Deputy 
Coroner Emmett Waters with 
a recommendation that the 
highway at the scene of the 
aecident, 200 yards north of 
Vale’s Ranch, be widened. The 
road, at this point, is but 15 
feet wide. 


At the inquest, Archie Hea- 
therly and Harold. West, who 
were riding wtih Grubbs when 
his car was hurled over the 
grade by the force of the im- 
pact with the joyriders’ car 
~ their versions of the trag- 

hey testified that they 
‘ence driving slowly up the 
@anyon “atid had reached the 
curve above ‘the embankment, 
wehn the coupe dashed around 
the corner. Heatherly~ and 
West declared that the’ joyrid- 
ers’ car struck Grubbs’ ear, 
virtually knocking it over the 
grade into a ereek bottom 20 
feet below. 

The youths told of rescuing 
Grubbs from beneath the car 
and of his dying moments. 
Mrs. Bishop, wife of the opera- 
tor of Vale’s Ranch, also tes- 
tified. She was with Ben Mar- 
tin in the automobile. in which 
Gru¥bs died while en route to 
the Ramona Hospital. 

Roy Argo, owner of the Pan- 
orama Garage, testified that a 
coupe carrying four oceu- 
pants stopped at his place a 
few minutes before the acci- 
dent occurred in the canyon 
below. He said one of the 
girls got out of the car, but he 
was unable to describe her, ex- 
plaining that he saw her only 
in the moonlight and paid no 
particular attention to her ap- 
pearance. 

Officers were in the moun- 
tains duririg the day, search- 
ing for descriptions of parties 
traveling in a light coupe and 
who are believed to have spent 
the early hours of the night at 
a dance at a resort. So far, 
no clews are known. 

Heatherly and West were 
unhurt in the accident.

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Stop Illiteracy at the Source 


(By Cora Wilson Stewart, Chairman, [llit- 
eracy Commission N. E. A.) 

(The movement to wipe out illiteracy in the 
United States was started thirteen years ago 
in the mountains of Kentucky. It has spread 
from state to state and now has spread to for- 
eign lands. ‘‘A literate world in 1950’’ is 
the slogan, and here is a challenging message 
that links up the question with failnre to 
enforce the school attendance law). 

There is a great hue and cry today for law 
enforcement, centering, of course, about the 
violations of the prohibition law. But our 
most frequently violated law is not the pro- 
hibition law, though the violations are fla- 
grant enough. Our school attendance law 
is the least enforced law of the land and 
more of its violators go scot free than any 
other criminals. The slogan of Mary C. C. 
Bradford, State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction of Colorado, ‘‘Schools for the Chil- 
dren or Jails for the Parents,’’? should he 
taken up by everyone and sounded to the re- 
motest corners. 

But better still let us remove the chief 
cause of these broken attendance laws by 
educating illiterate parents. They are in the 
main the ones who are keeping the children 
out of school. Louisiana, the most illiterate 
state in the union, has the smallest school at- 
tendance, and the most illiterate counties all 
over the nation have a percentage of school 
attendance that is deplorably low. These 
parents do not know anything about the need 
of education for the children. 

The prevention of illiteracy in the future 
depends to a considerable extent on the re- 
moval of the illiteracy that has already oc- 
eurred—oceurred to the number of 5,000,000 
men and women in this country, in round 
numbers, who have declared their illiteracy 


and millions, doubtless, who have not and 


will not declare it but who are under the 
blight just the same and whose children are 
under it, no less. 

One of the first effects of an illiteracy cam- 
paign in communities and states that have or- 
ganiped and put it on in earnest is to start © 
running fire of commetn such as this: ‘‘Why 
wipe out illiteracy if we are going to grow 
another crop of illiterates?”’ ‘‘Let’s stop this 
thing at the source. ’’ That all leads natu- 
rally to a tightening up of the school attend- 
ance laws and better enforcement of them. 

The crusade against illiteracy is aiding law 
enforcement. For five or six years past most 
of the schools for adult illiterates—moonlight 
schools and others—have taught a course in 
civies on the laws commonly violated. Laws 
relating to health, laws relating to property, 


--Jaws relating to schools, to human life, and 


others, have been grouped and taught. Law 
enforcement is not a thing to be brought 
about altogether by an army of policemen. 
These and the courts have their part to play. 
But a better type of law enforcement, re- 
spect for and obedience to the law is a bat- 
tle that must be fought by another army— 
by the teachers in the schools. They’ should 
begin with ‘‘the duty that lies nearest’’—the 
enforcement of school attendance law.

concensus of opinion among think- 
ing people that the building of 
many golf links was the best in- 
vestment the state had ever made. 

Mr. Compton declared golf a 
good game and a splendid form 
of amusement and exercise, but 
he held archery to be at once 
more fascinating and health-giv- 
ing. He pointed out that the arch- 
er needs no course, but can “do 
his stuff” in his own garden, and 
added “you can’t hunt big game 
with a golf club and ball.” 

As a result of his archery ac- 
tivities, Mr. Compton expressed 
the belief that a sounder: man of 
62 years could not be found in 
the world. The speaker declared 
that from early youth he had al- 
ways made bows and arrows and 
hunted with them, and it was not 
until 1909 that he knew there was 
another white man in the country 


commenced a study of the history 
of archery from earliest times and 
learned that there are several 
archers’ clubs in the United States. 

(Mr. Compton displayed a yew 
bow patterned after the war bows 
which are today recognized as hav- 
ing made England. The Ontario 
man outfitted the Stewart Edward 
White party which has gone to 
Africa to hunt big game with bows 
and arrows. He told of killing 
huge grizzly bears with bows and 
arrows and also displayed the type 
of arrows used for hunting small 
game. 

Contrary to the popular belief 
of the uninitiate, the speaker de- 
clared the killing of wild animals 
with bow and arrow to be much 
more humane than with the use 
of guns. An animal hit with an 
arrow is never able to crawl away 
to die in torture as when hit with 
a bullet, he pointed out, and cited. 
an example in which an archer 
with 18 shots bagged 18 squirrels, 
while another hunter armed with 
a rifle made 39 shots and bagged 
only 19 squirrels. 

‘Mr. Compton recited an instance 
in which a huge grizzly died with- 
in 52 seconds after one shot from 
a bow. He held that a rhinoceros 
can be killed more quickly with 
bow and arrow than with a gun. 
The speaker referred to the work 
before the motion picture camera 
in Alaska with bow and arrow by 
Art Young, whom the Ontario man 
taught the archer’s art, and stated 
that these pictures are shortly to
